Prescott \vas declared innocent late last night when the

"not guilty" on all charges in the indictments being tried 
in this particular case.

And he turned 


to his attorneys, and said "we're very happy that all of 
these months are now at end". 


Then he shook hands with the jury and the people who 


came to congratulate him. People throughout the court 
room began to smile and talk again. 


The dramatic verdict brought to a close the trial which 


had attracted state-wide attention, and ragged through the 
courts for more than IS months.

Pre.scott was indicted in 19-16. on similar charges, along 


with Leroy and William Meyers, former Dixon real estate 
agents. 
Both of the Meyers pleaded guilty, but Prescott 


was acquitted of the charges m 1947. All had been charged 
with conspiracy and fraud in connection with state land 
purchases. Leroy Meyers has since died. 


Prescott. a former member of the 63rd and 65th General 


Assembly, sought re-election in April, 194S. as Republican 
representative from the 35th district. He was defeated. In 
Dixon. he owns and operates a gas and oil distributing firm.
